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While it is still ten (lays from the vote which will decide who shall 
lie president for the nOxt four years, the campaign has progressed far 
enough to show clearly what interests and factions will lie on each 
side, and the motives which will drive different classes to vote for 
Taft or Bryan. 

As The Citizen said early in the campaign, tbs real issue is after 
all, President Roosevelt's work and policies. Around him, directly or 
indirectly, has lieen centered the whole fight, except for a few small 
side issues, and the election will finally be determined according to 
whether the people are in favor of those policies, and will give them 
intelligent support. 

Each side claims to be best fitted to carry on the work the Presi- 
dent has begun, and thus admits that the majority of the people are 
in favor of this work and wish to support it. But secretly, each 
side makes more or less strong bids for support from certain interests 
which do not want the Roosevelt’s work carried on. 

Analyzing the support of Taft, to begin with, we find that the 
great bulk of it comes from the plain people who feel that he will go 
on with the Roosevelt policies and will be the best possible succesor 
of the President. These people believe either that Bryan’s plans for 
doing this work are uuwise, or that he will not be able to do the 
things he promises. There is a large number who see in the sup. 
port which the Standard Oil is giving Bryan this year an indication 
that his success will be for the interests of that grest trust, and there- 
fore agaiust the interests of the people. There is also a very large 
business element which sees that there will be grave danger to the 
financial prosperity of the couutry iu Bryan’s success. Included in 
this last class are many corporations and trusts, some of which have 
suffered or might suffer from the enforcement of laws proposed by 
Taft or Roosevelt. Some of these corporations doubtless Iwlieve, as 
is charged by Hearst and the Democrats, that there are enough ele-' 
menta of corruption still left in the Republican party so that they 
will be able to get from it the special privileges they desire, but cer- 
tainly all feel, that while there is a certain element of danger for 
them iu the election of Taft, there is such great danger to the whole 
country iu Bryan’s election that they would in the end suffer more 
from it than from Taft, even if they should not l>e able to corrupt the 
Republicans. They ure willing to risk prosecutiou under the fair 
laws pro|Kised by Roosevelt ami Taft, rather than bankruptcy under 
the general business disaster which would follow any attempt to put 
Bryan’s plan into operation. To all these must lie added the large 
class that would tie Republicans just the same if both platforms and 
candidates had got mixed up. 

On the Democratic side we find first, the regular Democrats, like 
the Southeners who vote against their own convictions and interests 
liecause the Democratic ticket reads that way. Then comes the large 
class of jieople who believe that Bryan will carry out Roosevelt's 
work bettei than Taft will. They argure that because the big busi- 
ness interests of the country are for Taft, the plain people should be 
against him, and can never understand that iu business affaire, except 
where the big husiueas gets special privileges, its interests are the 
same as those of the plain people. Some of these people want bigger 
reforms thau the Republicans promise, and cannot see that Bryan cau 
uot by any |iossibillity carry out any of the reforms he is fighting for. 
A few understand this however aud will vote for Bryan as a "protest". 

But there fa one kind of support foi Bryan which is different and 
throws a sinister light on the possibilities of the campaign. It is 
claimed that Roosevelt’s administration has done nothing to curb the 
trusts, aud yet. there are now to lie found supportiog Bryan every 
one of the great trusts which have become infamous for their crim- 
inality aud have suffered from Roosevelt's prosecutions. Those trusts 
which know they may tie prosecuted for bteakiug the law, or which 
fear that unjust aud wrongful priviledgcs may be taken from them, 
are for Bryan. This is really the newt significant thing of the cam 
paigu so far. It shows that the great, wicked, griudiug, illegal cor- 
porations expect to get off easier under Bryan thau under Taft. They 
lielieve that there will lie enough less effective prosecution under 
Bryan to pay them for the loss they will sustain iu the general hard 
times. 

Summing up. theu, we find for Mr. Taft people who favor re- 
f rm along lines laid down by the President,* and people who are 
not wholly iu favor of those reforms, but will work for the general 
prosperity of the country rather than risk it to preveut the reforms 
lieing made. For Mr. Bryan there are, first, people who do not 
think the Republican plans go far enough or fust enough, aud would 
rather have no bread at all, and a panic in the bargain, than what 
they cousider the Republican half loaf, ami second, men w ho feel 
sure that Rryau will not do as much as Taft will, and don’t want him 
to do anything. 

This is not a forecast, it is simply an explanation of the forces 
that will decide the campaign but we have no doubt that the 
American people are wise euough to decide it in favor of Taft.

Of course, there an- "sensations,” plays that make a temporary stir lo- 
calise of their intrinsic audacity, hut these an' not permanent contribu- 
tions to the American theater, bacau*e in the productions that count 
among plays that are worth while the human creations must conform to 
the hopeful and jiermancnt litoral standards of American life.

TYPHOID FEVER GERMS 



Carried By Milkmaid IB Years Cause 
an Epidemic, 



Washington, Oct. 19. — One of the 
inert remarkable discoveries In med- 
ical history, In connection with thu 
source of the spread of typhoid fever, 
has just been brought to llRbt aa the 
result of an inveetlgation by officers 
of tbe public health and marine hos- 
pital service into a recent outbreak 
of that disease In Georgetown, or 
West Washington. 

Tito invest Igal Ion disclosed tbe fact 
that a milkmaid at a neighboring 
dairy, who had typhoid fever 18 years 
•go, still throws off In her dejecta 
virile typhoid fever bacilli, and was 
the responsible agent In spreading 
the disease. With onn exception this 
is the first considerable outbreak of 
typhoid in the United Stales traced 
through milk to such a carrier.

Miss Hart lived with her 
brother in a homo said to have bees 
furnished by Hleuman. 

The two were at dinner Kaiurday 
night and went to the Hurt home in 
Sleuniati's automobile. The girl's 
brother was at the theater for the 
evening. Just before midnight Shu- 
man phoned his clerk, J. I*. Coin- 
stock about the prospective trag- 
edy, 

Comstock immediately notified the 
police and an effort was made to dis- 
cover the telephone from which Sleu- 
man bad talked. When this was lo- 
cated at llart'a an emergency oftirer, 
on a motorcycle, was started for that 
place. He arrived In half an hour 
after the phone message had been re- 
ceived.

Agreement Between Powers.

Detroit. Mich — Hy deflating De- 
troll Wednesday aftorndon. 2 to 0 
the Chicago leant of the National 
league retained Its title as the rham 
plon bntieball team of the world. The 
present series differed hut Hide from 
that of last year. In Ihe previous 
series Detroit managed to gel one tie 
game and then went down Ih four 
straight defeats. In the present series. 
Detroit snatched one victory out of 
lbs live games played. 

The Chicago team, according to the 
critics, showed superiority In every 
zlepartment of Ihe game In the series 
uh a whole, although this superiority 
was not so appureut on tbe day that 
Detroit woo. 

Detroit was handicapped by 
Schmidt's Inability to cut down run 
ners at second and by the failure of 
her heavy hitting outfield (o bat at 
critical moments when hits meant 
runs. None of the Detroit pitchers 
seemed able to consistently puzzle the 
Chicago batsmen, (or even Muillti.

RAN INTO A TERRIFIC GALE 
NORTH OF LUZON. 

On« Man Orowntd and Boms Damage 
Dons to Vessels— Arrival at Yo- 
kohama Sunday. 

Tokyo. — The d**|»y of the Amer- 
ican battleship fleet arriving al Yo- 
kohama was due to a tremendous 
storm off tbe north roast of the Island 
of Luzon of th# Philippine group. The 
storm began on tho morning of Octo- 
ber 12 and continued until the after- 
noon of October 13 One tnan was 
drowned aud some damage resulted to 
tbe fleet. 

These details were communicated to 
the Associated Press at Tokyo by 
wireless telegraph from the battle- 
ship Connecticut through the special 
courtesy of the Japanese government. 

The fleet will arrive at Yokohama at 
nine o'clock on tbe morning of Octo- 
ber 1$. 

The wireless dispatch from the Con- 
necticut was dated 5:10 a. in Oetober 
17 and was sent by way of Sblmonos- 
rkl wireless «tallon to this place. It 
did not give tbe details ot the storm 
encountered by the fleet, but simply 
stated that on tbe morntug of October 
12 the fleet ran into a terrific gale that 
assumed tbe proportions of a typhoon, i 
off the northern coast of Luzon. 

Tremendous seas were kicked up 
and one man was washed overboard. 
The dlBpatcb did not state from what 
ship the man was lost. There was 
some slight damage caused by the 
heavy seas, but nothing of a serious 
nature, and tbe dispatch stated that 
*11 was well with the ships at that 
time.

The secretary of the London Men- 
dicity society report* that street hept 
glng la on the Increase He has sta- 
tistics to prove his word*, of course 
Hut surely every man who ha* a pen- 
ny to spare must have read or heard 
by thl* time that he really doe* a 
fellow-creature an III service when he 
give* It to him for the asking, says 
the Pall Mall tlasette. 

It Is InterestlnK to recall that a 
code of Kuropcan law In force for 
centuries did actually make nlmxgl* 
inn • crime, always punished severely 
— with death In certain ease*. Hut 
this was 1.000 year* ago. before the 
dawn of our happy civilisation It 
must he confessed, however, that 
there was an appeurance of common 
sense about the famous (irajas code, 
which ruled Norway, lrelnud and 
much of England. doubtless, In Its 
time. 

It began hy laying down strlet rule# 
to make each family support Its own 
Indigent 110*111 tiers, or to show xuffl 
elent ranso for the failure. This la the 
essential principle of a sound syst'-m 
of poor relief, which we have suffered 
to lapse tindei the direction of prog 
res* Having thus provided for the 
respectable class of paupers, as It may 
be put briefly, the legislator could 
deal firmly with roving mendicants 
snd their abettors And be did. 

It la worth while to observe, how- 
ever. thst the faintly |>aup<-r had a 
guardian or trustee, appointed by the 
dlatrlct eonnetl, who was responsible 
for his decent subsistence. If this man 
did not fulfill his duly or tried to es- 
cape It. he Incurred the terrible pen- 
alty called exclusion -confinement In 
his house for three years: anyone who 
found him outside wus free to kill 
him 

They at ood no nonsents In those 
day* An able bodied person wbo 
begged was outlawed equivalent to a 
sentence of death Anyone prated to 
have been wandering for IS days with- 
out visible means of subsistence was 
held to be a beggar, "within the mean- 
ing of the act," and treated according- 
ly. Hut the clause which most Inter 
ested us was that which decreed thst 
any man. whatever hi* station, who 
gave money, or money's worth, to a 
vagrant, at the district assembly, or 
on his way thither, should he punished 
whh exclusion The crime of almsgiv- 
ing was well understood In those 
days. Perhaps I should add that the 
(•rajas code was officially promulgated 
In II lk Hut It had been In force, as 
the p rentable declares, for cen'urleu.

The Young Mari Absalom. — Absalom 
was the son of Maarali, a princess, the 
daughter of Talma), king of Geshur. 
a region northeast of tbe Sea of Gali- 
lee in the foothills of the Lebanon 
mountains. He waa born soon after 
David became king of Israel, and 
hence waa between 25 and 30 year* 
old at the time of hi* rebellion. 

Ilia Inheritance. Being the descend 
ant of kings In both lines of descent, 
of dislinguiabed appearance and 
priucely manners, Absalom inherited 
"all (lie handsomeness, manly hear- 
ing, and beauty of his father's hand- 
some and manly house. Tbe sacred 
writer expatiate* with evident relish 
upon Absalom's extraordinary beauty. 
In all Israel there was none to be so 
much praised as Absalom for hi* 
lieauty. From the sole of his foot 
eveu to the crown of his head ther* 
was no blemish In him. And the hair 
of his head la a proverb to this day." 
—Alexander Whyte. 

Rut this was not all he Inherited 
From bis mother ha inherited all that 
a .corrupt court and heathen tendeu 
clea and environment hurl Impressed 
upon tier nature. From hia fathei be 
inherited a great inlnd. a strong will, 
a large nature, strong passions, hut al- 
so a power of self-control, an enlight- 
ened conscience, a religious nature, 
and all that the training of hia Beth- 
lehem home could Impress upon his 
character. 

Conditions Favorable to n Change of 
Government. 1. It waa a time of gen- 
eral i*-ace throughout the wide ent 
plre. For all resiles*, warlike spirits 
an opportunity was given for Internal 
dissension, (ault-flnding, and opposi- 
tion.

«. lu this case David was near the 
end of life, and Absalom would try 
not so much to take his father's king- 
dom from him. as to insure that he 
himself should be the successor. 

V. 1. "Prepared him chariots and 
horsea and 50 men to run before him." 
The orientals are very fond of such 
display. Dr. Trumbull says when hia 
little parly started from Cairo for the 
pyramids a handsome young "Sala" 
bedecked with scarlet and blue and 
gre>-n and gold ran before them at tbe 
top of his Sliced, calling out for a clear 
l>ath among the camels and donkeys 
aud foot passengers.

V. 2. "Absalom rose up early" to be 
on band when the people came to pre- 
sent their cases to the king.

Kings therefore held courts In the 
early morning. “Beside the way of the 
gate." There was usually un open 
marker place near the gates for busi- 
ness »ud public meetings

The story or King Lear Is a urn- 
luer.tary on Ingratitude. 

V. 7 "And It came to pass after AO 
years." Some think thta number is 
counted from tbe beginning of David's 
reign, but most regard it as a tran- 
scriber's error for four, a mistake 
vastly made when numbers were deo- 
tguated by letters often very similar. 
The K. V. margin says: “Some ancient 
authorities read 'four year*."' So does 
Josephus. “Let me go und pay uiy 
vow, ... In Hebron." A place 
conveniently distant for tils purpose, 
and at the oeginning of David’s reign 
the capital of Judea.

On room, or on any "apedai expenses,” no allowance for any oc*.a- 
pired fraction of a month, and in any case a forfeiture of fifty ceuts. 

On incidental fee. a certificate allowing tbe student to apply tbe 
amount advanced for term bill* when he returns provided it la within four 
terms, but making no allowance for any fraction of a month.

"Up at the depot Juat now.” said one 
of thc old inhabitants, “I saw severs!
